Stone Disc Money of Yap Island 

By DR. AL. M. RACKUS, Chicago. 

When stone money of Yap Island is mentioned we cannot help picturing 
them as huge “millstones” too heavy to carry from one place to another. 
Most contributors for magazines, in order to impress the readers, vividly 
describe the large “twelve feet” specimens, while small pieces in most in- 
stances are ignored. This is the reason why the public in general doesn’t 
know that besides huge stone discs there are handy small stone discs that 
freely circulate among the natives of Yap Island. 

To the best of our knowledge, the smallest specimen of Yap stone money 
ever mentioned is six inches in diameter. Mr. Howland Wood, in his ex- 
cellent article “The Stone Money of Yap,” published in The Numis.matist,

January, 1 906, stated: “The fei vary greatly in size, ranging from six inches 
to two feet in diameter.” 

Last summer a friend-scientist who traveled through Micronesia and 
Polynesia secured for my collection a specimen of Yap stone disc money 
which measures 4 1^x3% inches, about % inch thick at its thickest point, 
and weighs only about nine ounces. This specimen probably is the first 
smallest fei to reach the hands of an American numismatist. 

Still smaller specimens of stone money might exist in Yap Island than the 
one described here In the catalogue of Tyrrell’s Museum, Sydney, New 
South Wales, page 3 2, item No. 550. we note a string of twenty-four stone 
money specimens of Yap Island. Although the size of those disc isn’t given, 
it is evident that they are small ones if a string can hold twenty-four speci- 
mens. 

Yap Island is not the only place where stone discs circulate as money. 
In the southwestern district of New Britain Island similar stone money 
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exist. In the Field Museum of Chicago, Hall 10, Case 60, several specimens 
of New Britain stone money are on display. They range from three to ten 
inches in diameter, with a hole over one inch in the center, and they are 
labeled as follows: “Old Stone Club Head. These are not used as clubs, but 
as money. One disc is worth as much as two hogs. They come from the 
interior, where the natives claim they are found in the ground, and are not 
made by the present inhabitants. Southwestern New Britain, Melanesia. 
A. B. Lewis, Collector.” Field Museum collections are particularly rich in 
all kinds of South Sea Islands native money.

Washington took an active interest in the establishment of the Philadel- 
phia Mint and was instrumental in getting the coinage placed on an efficient 
basis. He kept Congress informed of the various steps in the early stages 
of the mint’s operation. I quote below those passages from his annual ad- 
dresses to Congress which bear on the subject. 

Plrxt Annual Artdrt^N.s, Jannavy S, 

Uniformity in the currency, weights, and measures, of the United States 
is an object of greht importance, and will, I am persuaded, be duly attend- 
ed to. 

Seconil Annual Address, Deeeniber 8, 17UO. 

The establishment of the militia, of a mint, of standards of weights and 
measures, of the postoffice and post roads, are subjects which vl presume) 
you will resume, of course, and which are abundantly urged by their own 
importance. 

'Third Annual iVdclress, Oetoher 2r>, 17U1. 

I shall content myself with a general reference to former communications, 
for several objects, upon which the urgency of other affiairs has hithereto 
postponed any definitive resolution. Their importance will recall them to 
your attention, and I trust that the progress already made in the most 
arduous arrangements of the Government will afford you leisure to resume 
them with advantage. 

There are, however, some of them of which I cannot forbear a more par- 
ticular mention. These are, the militia; the postoffice and post roads; the 
mint; weights and measures; a provision for the sale of the vacant lands of 
the United States. * * * The disorders in the existing currency, and 

especially the scarcity of small change, a scarcity so peculiarly distressing 
to the poorer classes, strongly recommend the carrying into immediate 
effect the resolution already entered into concerning the establishment of a 
mint. Measures have been taken pursuant to that resolution for procuring 
some of the most necessary artists, together with the requisite apparatus. 

Fourth Annual Addrt‘s.s, November d, 17Jli!. 

In execution of the authority given by the legislature, measures have been 
taken for engaging some artists from abroad to aid in the establishment of 
our mint; others have been employed at home. Provision has been made 
of the requisite buildings, and these are now putting into proper condition 
for the purposes of the establishment. There has also been a small begin- 
ning in the coinage of half dimes, the want of small coins in circulation call- 
ing the first attention to them. 

The regulation of foreign coins, in correspondency with the principles of 
our national coinage, as being essential to their due operation, and to order 
in our money concerns, will, I doubt not, be resumed and completed.

(iHEEUK WILIi NOT ABANDON <;OLD STANDARD. 

Minister of National Economy Vourloumes says Greece will never abandon 
the gold standard. The country’s gold reserve, he said, is above the mini- 
mum required and the Government has taken further measures for main- 
taining the stability of the drachma. Greece is one of the few countries in 
Europe still showing a surplus of Government revenue over expenditure. 
The position of the country is strong financially and there is no immediate 
pressure in sight which would be likely to embarrass the central bank. 


AUSTRIA TO ISSUE GOETHE COMMEMORATIVE COIN. 

Austria is preparing to issue a new five-schilling silver coin to commemo- 
rate the 100th anniversary of the death of Goethe. His portrait will appear 
on the obverse of the coin. The 200th anniversary of the birth of Haydn, 
March 31, 1932, will also be commemorated by the issue of a coin. 

A two-schilling coin commemorating the 17 5th anniversary of the birth 
of Mozart was issued in Austria last year. Similar pieces have also been 
issued on anniversaries of Beethoven and Schubert. 


NE( ESSITY PAPER CURRENT Y IN DENMARK. 

In Denmark a society has been formed, called Jord, Kapital, Arbete, and 
which has just issued necessity paper money. It is located in Syd-Sjalland. 
A company composed of farmers was formed, with the intention of opening 
branches throughout the country. When the notes are distributed an equal 
sum is deposited with the bank, the interest on which is excepted to amount 
to 50,000 kronor per day.

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Coinage of the Ming Dynasty 

By JOHN G. WATSON, Ovingham-on-Tyne, England. 

It is a curious fact that the history of China repeats itself at the fall of 
each dynasty. Rebels rise against the existing ruling power and in many 
cases it ends with a new line of rulers. The last revolution so far is an 
exception, but who knows; it may yet each with another dynasty. 

Of the times dealt with in this paper, the fall of the Mongol or Yuan 
dynasty and the rise of the Ming, dissatisfaction had been rampant at the 
bad government of the Chinese by the later Mongol emperors. The foreign 
yoke had to be removed (the Mongols were really foreigners), and, after 
much bloodshed, the fall of the Mongol dynasty was finally brought about. 
This was accomplished by a young Chinese named Chu, the son of a laborer 
who had joined the rebels. He had been a delicate boy and unfitted for 
heavy work, so his father sent him to a monastery to be educated. He soon 
became tired of this inactive life and eventually enlisted in the Imperial 
army as a soldier. He made rapid progress and soon attained a position of 
high rank. About this time he married a rich widow who belonged to a 
family that had rebelled against the Government Soon after this an in- 
surrection broke out at Nanking, and, due to the influence of his wife, he 
was chosen leader by the rebels. He was so popular that thousands flocked 
to his standard, and finally he was the means of vanquishing the last Mongol 
emperor. He styled himself Prince Wu, and during his campaign, about 
1634 A. D., caused money to be cast, the inscription on which is shown by 
Fig. 1. These were made in different sizes, the largest measuring one and 
a half inches diameter, and the smallest seven-eighths of an inch. The 
larger were cast at Nanking, while the smaller ones were made in the prov- 
inces. The obverse inscription (Fig. 1) reads (top, bottom, right, left): 
“Ta Chung T’Ung Pao” (Currency of the Great Chung). Some of the re- 
verses are plain, while others have provincial mint marks or marks of value. 

Finally, in 1368 A. D., Chu was declared Emperor with the title of Hung 
Wu. He had made up his mind to call the new dynasty the Ta Chung, but 
we read that the advice of the Heavens was invoked and it was ultimately 
decided to adopt the dynastic title of Ta Ming (The Great Brightness). 

Nanking was settled on as the capital and seat of government. A great 
issue of coins was made, the main characters on which are illustrated by 
Fig. 2, reading top, bottom, “Hung Wu.” 

It will be observed that from Fig. 2 onwards I have omitted the two char- 
acters T’Ung Pao (currency), which should appear at right and left of the 
illustrations; their place is taken by the symbol #. Be it understood that 
these two characters have appeared on Chinese coins from the T'Ang dynasty, 
618 A. D., and were still used up to the time of the republic. 

The Hung Wu coins are of various sizes according to their value, which 
is clearly marked in native characters on the reverse. The largest is a piece 
of ten cash and measures one and seven-eighths inches diameter; that of 
five cash, one and five-eighths inches; the three cash, one and one-quarter 
inches; the two cash, one and one-eighth inches, while the one cash is but 
seven-eighths of an inch diameter. 

It is to be noted that commencing with the Ming dynasty the Nien-Hao or 
period was change only on the accession of a new emperor. Dr. Morrison, 
in his “Chinese Chronology,” says: “The emperors of China, besides their 
proper names, take a title when they ascend the throne. This title is called 
their Nien-Hao, in assuming which they employ characters which denote 
something felicitous. By the Nien-Hao they are generally mentioned when 
quoting them for merely chronological purposes; previous to the Ming 
dynasty, many of the emperors changed their Nien-Hao several times during 
the period of one reign.” 

Hung Wu reigned for thirty-one years (13 68-1399), and by his beneficent 
ruling much of the distress caused by the later emperors of the Yuan 
dynasty had been remedied. In the year 1370 A. D. the Emperor summoned 
to his presence the ministers of the late dynasty and questioned them regard- 
ing their failures in administration. Fung Yih, one of the ministers replied: 
“Yuan obtained possession of the empire by clemency, and by clemency lost 
it.” The Emperor said in answer: “I have heard only of clemency being 
the means of obtaining possession of a people; I have not heard of clemency 
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being the means of losing them. He who walks hastily will stumble; the 
bow-string drawn violently will break; and people pressed hard will rebel. 
Those who occupy high stations ought, in an especial manner, to exercise 
clemency. Your late sovereign was given up to indulgence and pleasure; he 
lost his empire by remissness, but no means from clemency.” 

The Emperor had evidently little faith in his own immediate family, as, 
when dying in 1399, he left his throne to his grandson, Hui Ti, who was 
only sixteen years of age. This raised the ire of the Prince of Yen, who 
considered himself the rightful heir to the throne. He formed a rebellious 
army and captured the capital, Nanking, and fired the royal palace, while 
the Queen and many others perished in the flames. The youthful Emperor 
managed to get to a remote part of the palac^e grounds, where he donned the 
robes of a Bhuddist monk and escaped. He was not heard of for thirty 
years, when he was accidently discovered through a poem he had written. 
The inscription on the coins of Hui Ti is illustrated by Fig. 3, which reads: 
‘‘Chien Wen” (his Nien-Hao). He reigned only for a little over three years 
(1399-1403) and the coins are somewhat scarce. 

The Prince of Yen then assumed the throne as the Emperor Ch’Eng Tsu, 
and took as his Nien-Hao, Yung Lo, which appears on the coins. Fig. 4. 
Although very cruel, he proved himself a very able ruler and was able to 
maintain peace by repelling the marauding Mongols and Japanese raiders. 
In 14 21 he made Pekin his capital, which he had greatly enlarged and 
adorned with altars and temples. He was also responsible for the produc- 
tion of an encyclopaedia in 11,09 5 volumes! His reign came to an end in 
1425; he had ruled for twenty-two years (1403-1425). His coins are 
plentiful. 

The next emperor was Jen Tsung, but as he reigned only a few months, 
between 1425-1426 A. D., the coinage is rather scarce. The inscription, 
“Hung Hsi,” is shown by Fig. 5. 

He was succeeded by Hsuan Tsung, 1426-1436 A. D , with the title Hsuan 
Te. It is to be noted that the world-famed Ming porcelain, bronze work, 
lacquer, etc., reached a high state of perfect'on during his rule. Fig. 6 rep- 
resents the characters on his coins, and they are easy to procure. 

Ying Tsung, who followed in 1 436, had rather a curious experience. Be- 
ing harassed by the Mongols he proceeded to repel them. Accompanied by 
a eunuch called Wang Chen and a large army he sallied forth against the 
enemy. But he was unfortunate. Wang was killed, the army routed and the 
Emperor taken into captivity, where he was held for several years. Coins 
were issued with his title, “Cheng Tsung.” See Fig. 7. 

In the meantime his brother, (]!hing Ti (1450-1457) occupied the throne, 
but refused to abdicate on the return of Ying Tsung from capitivity. Coins 
of Ching Ti are rather scarce They are illustrated, or at least the inscrip- 
tion showing his title, “Ching T’Ai,” by Fig. 8. 

On his death, in 1457. Ying Tsung resumed the throne with the title of 
“TTen Shun” and continued till 1465. Up to this time former Ming emper- 
ors on death had a number of their concubines bured alive in their tombs, 
but Ying Tsung ordered that none of his should be so treated Coins issued 
after h's re-accessicn are rare. The inscription on these, “TTen Shun,” is 
illustrated by Fig. 9. 

The next emperor was Hsien Tsung (1465-1488). His coins are rather 
scarce. The inscription “Ch’Eng Hua” gives his Nien-Hao and is shown in 
Fig 10. 

He was followed by Hsiao Tsung (1488-1506). Under this Emperor the 
Ming dynasty was at its zenith; peace and prosperity was over the country 
and the people were settled in various vocations. It was during this reign 
that America was dircovered by Columbus. He had set out wTth the inten- 
tion of making for China, the fame of which country had reached Europe, 
but missed it and found America instead. Some years later Cabot suppose- 
edly set sail with the same intention, but landed in North America. This 
Emperor bore the title of Hung Chih. which is the inscription used on his 
coins and illustrated by Fig. 11. 

His son, Wu Tsung (1506-1522), fifteen years of age, succeeded. From 
now on we begin to see the decline of this real Chinese dynasty. Owing to 
the youth of the new Emperor, an unscrupulous eunuch, Liu Chin by name, 
took charge of the Government and punished, with great cruelty, all opposi- 
tion to his rule. Civil war followed, Liu Chin was murdered and the flesh 
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torn from his bones by the enraged populace. It is to be noted that during 
this reign European traders first got a footing in the Celestial Kingdom. To 
the Portuguese is the credit for this, although many of the pioneers met 
with terrible sufferings; in several cases death or imprisonment was their 
lot. The Nien-Hao of Wu Tsung was Cheng Te, which is shown by Fig. 12. 
His coins are rather scarce. 

The next emperor, Shih Tsung (1522-1567), was a grandson of Hsien 
Tsung and had a long reign, forty-five years. His were troublous times, 
however, Mongols constantly making desolation in the North, while the Japa- 
nese kept raiding the coast. In connection with this rather an interesting 
historical fact is brought to light and shows us the first time the Chinese 
used muskets. It appears that some Japanese prisoners had been taken 
with their muskets and leaden bullets, and they were forthwith ordered to 
teach the Chinese the use of these arms. This ruler’s title was Chia Ching 
and is shown by the two characters illustrated by Fig. 13. 

Mu Tsung (1567-1573) was next Emperor, with the title of Lung Ch’Ing, 
Fig. 14. Coins were issued and are fairly plentiful. 

On his death the throne was assumed by Shen Tsung (1573-1620), who 
had a long and very troublesome reign. It is now that begins the first wars 
which ended in the overthrow of the Ming dynasty. It happened in this 
way: The Mings had killed the grandfather of Nurhachu (a Manchu prince), 
for which he swore revenge on the Mings. He wrote down seven grievances, 
which are too long to quote here, but the following extract, translated by 
Dr. Morrison from the Tung Hua Luh, may be interesting: “Ere my grand- 
father had injured a blade of grass, or occupied an inch of ground that be- 
longed to Ming, Ming causelessly commenced hostilities and injured him; 
This is the first thing to be revenged.” Then follow the other grievances 
and winds up with: “To revenge these seven injuries I now go forth to sub- 
jugate the dynasty Ming.” And he forthwith headed 20,000 horse and foot. 

The coins of Shen Tsung, whose title was Wan Li, which characters are 
shown in Fig. 15. After a period of plain reverses we now get some with 
Kung (Board of Works), while others have marks of value, Fen (canda- 
reen). 

Kwang Tsung (1620-1621) reigned but a short time, so his coins are con- 
sequently rather scarce. His title, T’Ai Ch’Ang, which appears on the coins, 
is shown by Fig. 16. 

The next Emperor, Hsi Tsung (1621-1628), whose issue of coins was more 
extensive and variable in size, are much more easy to procure. The inscrip- 
tion is shown on Fig. 17, and reads: “TTen Chi.” The reverse of the small- 
er pieces are either plain or have Hu (Board of Revenue), or Kung (Board 
of Works), and in one instance Yun, meaning that it was made in Yunnan 
province. The larger pieces measure one and seven-eighths inches diameter 
and have two different reverses, one has “Shih” (“ten” cash) above the 
square hole, and a dot below; the other has “Shih” above the hole and “One 
Liang” (in Chinese characters) to right of hole. 

The last and sixteenth Emperor of the dynasty was called Chuang Lieh Ti 
<1628-1644). In the early part of his reign rebellion broke out in Honan 
and Shensi provinces, and to the end of his time the country was ravaged 
by rebels and the Imperial army. The Emperor had a very sad end. It 
appears that one of the Chinese generals had turned traitor and opened onq 
of the Pekin gates to the rebels. His Majesty refused to escape and retired 
to one of the hills in the palace grounds and, after writing a pathetic mes- 
sage, hanged himself. So ended the Great Ming dynasty, which had ruled 
the country for nearly three hundred years. 

Coins of this reign are plentiful and present a great variety of reverses. 
Some are plain, others have provincial mint marks, while others again have 
marks of value. The characters on the obverse which give his Nien-Hao are 
“Ch’Ung Chen,” reading top and bottom, Fig. 18. 

Note — The Nien-Hao are all given with inverted commas.

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Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas 

This digest of the “Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas” was 
begun in December and will be continued for a few months. It has been 
compiled by James A. G. Pennington, of the Specialties Division, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington, from reports received from 
representatives of the Departments of Commerce and State and from the 
Treasury Department. Similar compilations of the currency of other parts 
of the world have been published by us previously, also by Mr. Pennington. 

The terms “silver,” “nickel,” “copper,” etc., indicate that the coins con- 
tain fifty per cent, or more of the metal named. The metal composition of 
the coins varies greatly in different countries. 

As this list was compiled a few months ago, before Great Britain suspend- 
ed the gold standard, the value of the pound sterling in United States cur- 
rency is given as of the gold basis — -$4.8665. As the present value of the 
pound is subject to fluctuation, the compiler’s figures will be used through- 
out the series of papers.

GUIANA, FRENCH. 

The official unit of currency of French Guiana is the French franc, which 
consists of 58.95 milligrams of fine gold. The franc has a par value of ap- 
proximately $0.03917 United States currency. The present parity of the 
currency was established by the French Loi Monetaire of June, 19 28, oth- 
erwise known as the Stabilization Law. 

The metal currency in circulation in French Guiana consists of French 
coins, which are described under French West Indies, and the French Guiana 
10-centime bronze piece, called “sous marques.” There are no old issues 
of coins in circulation. Aside from French coins, which can not be consid- 
ered foreign, there are no foreign coins in circulation. The exportation of 
gold coins is forbidden under the Loi Monetaire. 

The paper currency of French Guiana consists of the following notes: 500, 
100, 25 and 5 francs. 

French paper currency circulates freely in French Guiana. The French 
notes are the same in composition, but are engraved, while the French 
Guiana notes are printed. There are no old issues of notes in circulation. 
The only notes in circulation aside from those issued by the Banque de la 
Guyane are those of the Banque de France. There are no prohibitions 
against the importation of foreign notes. 


HAITI. 


The official unit of currency of Haiti is the gourde. Its value is stabil- 
ized by a convention between the Haitian Government and the Banque Na- 
tionale de la Republique d’ Haiti. The latter guarantees to give one United 
States dollar for five gourdes. Therefore, the par value of the gourde is 
$0 20 United States currency. The present parity of the gourde was estab- 
lished by a law of August 26, 1913, and the convention mentioned in para- 
graph 1, dated April 12, 1919. . i i 

The metal currency of Haiti consists of the following coins: Silver, 1 
gourde, 5, 20, 10 and 5 centimes; nickel, 50, 20, 10 and 5 centimes; bronze.

Silver coins are no longer in general circulation. United States metal 
currency circulates freely. There are no coins in circulation no longei 
mentioned in the present monetary law. The only foreign coins in circula- 
tion to any extent are United States coins of all denominations. There are 
no restrictions on the importation or exportation of coins or bullion. The 
importation of minor coins is permitted. m oa 

The paper currency of Haiti consists of the following notes: 100, 50, 20, 

10, 5, 2 and 1 gourde. . . . ^ • inon 

United States currency circulates freely. It is estimated that in 1J29 
there was $1,000,000 of United States paper currency in circulation. There 
are no old issues of notes in circulation. The only foreign notes in circula- 
tion to any extent are those of the United States. These notes have fu 1 
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legal-tender status and circulate freely. There are no prohibitions on the 
Importation of foreign notes. 


HONDURAS. 

The lempira was established as the oflicial unit of currency of Honduras 
by Legislative Decree No. 102 of April 3, 1926. This decree was not put 
into effect and the old silver peso (officially recognized as the equivalent of 
$0.50 United States currency) continued as the official unit of account and 
the medium of exchange in business transactions. United States currency 
continued to be the principal circulating medium in Northern Honduras. 
The lempira consists of 0 7 524 grams of fine gold and has a par value of 
$0 50 United States currency. 

The present parity of the lempira was established on March 10, 1931, 
when Decree No. 114 was signed amending the inoperative decree of April, 
19 26. and making the gold lempira the monetary unit. The new lempira 
coins are being minted and are expected to be in circulation before the end 
of 1931. In the meantime, United States currency and the silver pesos of 
Honduras, Guatemala, Mexico, Chile, and Peru, as well as Honduran, Nica- 
raguan, Mexican, and Guatemalan coins of smaller denominations are in use. 

The new metal currency of Honduras consists of the following coins: 
Gold, 20 and 10 lempiras; silver, 1 lempira, 50 and 20 centavos; copper, 2 
centavos; copper-nickel, 5 centavos. 

The above silver and nickel coins are being minted. All the silver, nickel, 
and copper coins, except Honduran copper coins now in circulation will be 
demonetized not later than March 10, 193 2. Present pesos are to be ex- 
changed equal to lempiras or 2 pesos for 1 dollar. 

The only old coins now in circulation which will not be demonetized within 
one year after the promulgation of Decree No. 114 are the one and two 
centavo Honduran copper coins. At present, one peso, 50 centavo peso), 
25 centavo (2 real), 10 centavo and 5, 2 and 1 centavo Honduran coins are 
in circulation. 

Foreign currencies constitute a large part of the monetary stock of Hon- 
duras. The coins of the United States, Chile, Guatemala, Mexico, and Peru 
are in general circulation and are accepted as freely as the Honduran peso 
coins. When the new lempira coins of Honduras are put into circulation. 
United States gold coins will be the only foreign coins with a legal-tender 
status. All other coins will be withdrawn and demonetized in accordance 
with Decree No. 114 withi none year from its promulgation. The importa- 
tion of silver coins of nations other than the United States is prohibited. 

New issues of lempira paper currency are contemplated by the banks of 
issue, when the lempira metal currency becomes established. The present 
paper currency consists of peso notes as follows: 100, 50, 20, 10, 5 and 1 
peso. 

The Banco de Honduras notes have a silver backing and their commercial 
exchange rate in May, 1931, approximately 2 12 pesos for one dollar or the 
same as for the silver peso coin. The Banco Atlantida notes are backed 
by dollars and are exchanged at the exact rate of 2 pesos for one dollar. 
There are no old issues of notes in circulation. The only foreign notes in 
circulation are those of the United States. 

HONDURAS, BRITISH. 

The official unit of currency of British Honduras is the gold dollar of the 
United States, which consists of 1.5046 grams of fine gold. Therefore, the 
British Honduran dollar has a par value of $1.00 United States currency. 
The present parity of the currency was established by the British Honduran 
Ordinance No. 31 of 1894 (now chapters 35 and 3 6 of the Consolidated Laws 
of British Honduras, 1924. 

The metal currency of British Honduras consists of the following coins: 
Sliver, 50, 25, 10 and 5 cents; nickel-bronze, 5 cents; bronze, 1 cent. 

There are no old issues of coins in circulation except the 5-cent silver 
^in, which is seldom seen. Gold coins of the United States and Great 
Britain have full legal-tender status. Silver money (except the silver dol- 
1^ of the United States is also generally accepted at par for all payments. 
The other foreign coins in circulation are British silver and minor 

coins, but their circulation is unimportant. There are no restrictions on the

importation or exportation of gold or silver coins or bullion or of foreign 
minor coins. 

The paper currency of British Honduras consists of the following notes: 
|10, |5, $2 and $1. 

There were formerly $50 and $100 currency notes in circulation, but they 
have been withdrawn. There are no old issues of notes in circulation. Note 
issues last only about two years. The only foreign paper currency in circu- 
lation consists of United States notes. There are no restrictions on the im- 
portation of foreign notes and United States notes are generally accepted at 
par for all payments.

War Medals of Canada 

IX>NG SERVICE IN THE COLONIAL. FORCES. 

The decoration for long service (Volunteer Decoration), awarded officers,, 
and the medal of Colonial Auxiliary Forces for long service, awarded non- 
commissioned officers and men of the non-permanent military units, have 
now been replaced in Canada by the Efficiency Decoration for officers and 
the Efficiency Medal for the non-commissioned officers and men. The War 
Office in London approved these decorations last summer for all members 
of the non-permanent military units and the Colonial forces in the British 
Empire. 

The letters E. D. (Efficiency Decoration) will be affixed after the name of 
the recipient, viz., officers receiving this decoration. 

To obtain the Efficiency Decoration an officer must have served twenty 
years in a military unit. An officer who has served ten years as private 
before his promotion will be entitled to count such time in order to make 
up the total of twenty years. 

The officers who already have received the V. D. (Volunteer Decoration) 
cannot count their years of service for this decoration to obtain the E. D. 
(Efficiency Decoration). 

To obtain the Efficiency Medal a man must have seen twelve years’ service, 
including twelve annual military training camps. Bars will be issued for 
18 and 24 years’ service. In each case service must be continuous, uniess 
under special circumstances covered by the Royal Warrant creating these 
decorations. 

The ribbon for the Efficiency Decoration is green with a yellow stripe in 
center; and for the Efficiency Medal green with yellow borders. 

In Canada the date for the award of these decorations is from September 
23rd, 1931. 

At the Department of Militia and Defense, Ottawa, Ont,. 50,700 medals 
of the last war have still been unclaimed, and the Department hopes that 
the individuals entitled to these medals will claim them.

FLANSAS UNIVERSITY GETS COIN COLLECTION. 

A press dispatch from Lawrence, Kan., says: “Currency and coin in the 
sum of one million dollars was transported quietly to the University of 
Kansas campus — and without a single guard or policeman officiating.

RARE ANCIENT ROMAN GOLD (’OIN FOUND. 

The London Times of December 16 reports the finding of a rare ancient 
Roman gold coin during excavations at Richborough for the Office of Works. 
The obverse bears the conjoined busts of Emperors Carinus and Numerian, 
who ruled jointly in A. D. 283. The reverse has an unrecorded representa- 
tion of Victory holding a trophy. It is thought the coin may have been 
struck to commemorate the ending of the Persian War.

“EVERYBODY’S ( OIN BOOK.” 

Within the limits of a pamphlet of 3 2 pages of the size of TnK Numisma- 
tist, entitled “Everybody’s Coin Book,” there will be found a great deal of 
accurate information about coins and collecting them The author of the 
pamphlet is Frederic J. Haskin, Washington, D C , who has also prepared 
other publications for the Haskin Information Service. 

While the pamphlet is entitled “Everybody’s Coin Book,’’ it is not intend- 
ed for seasoned collectors, for they have already acquired most of the in- 
formation it contains. But even for those it will be convenient to have a 
copy at one’s elbow for reference. It is intended principally for the begin- 
ner or those contemplating forming collections, and will also be of service to 
the layman 

Mr. Haskin is not a numismatist, perhaps not even a collector in a small 
way, and it is something out of the ordinary to have a non-collector or some 
one who is not connected with numismatics tell others how to form collec- 
tions. But in his introduction Mr. Haskin says that various authorities have 
been consulted in its preparation, and his references in the text to Howland 
Wood and Farran Zerbe and the collections of the American Numismatic 
Society and the Chase National Bank show where he sought information and 
from whom assistance was received. The author also makes reference to the 
American Numismatic Association, The Numismatist and the numerous local 
numismatic organizations. 

The cost of the pamphlet is nominal--! 0 cents — which barely covers the 
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cost of printing. Local numismatic societies will find that the purchase of 
quantities of the pamphlet and properly distributed among prospective mem- 
bers and collectors will prove a good investment.

MEDAL PRESENTED TO HENRY FORD. 

A medal was awarded to Henry Ford by the Illinois Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation at the thirty-third annual dinner of the organization on December 9, 
1930, at the Stevens Hotel, in Chicago. The medal is illustrated here. 



This award was made in recognition of Mr. Ford’s notable achievement in 
the industrial world. His life furnishes a conspicuous example of the op- 
portunities which attend enterprise, energy, patience, perseverance and char- 
acter in American industry. The dies were engraved by J. Henri Ripstra, 
medallic sculptor of Chicago, and were finished in January, 1932. The 
medal is 21/2 inches in diameter and was struck in light bronze. It was 
presented to Mr. Ford by Theodore R. Gerlach, president of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


MEDAL FOR THE ORIGINATOR OF THE KINDERGARTEN. 

A medal has been issued to commemorate the 150th anniversary of the 
birth of Friedrich Froebel, recognized as the father of the kindergarten. 
It was designed by Karl Goetz, noted German medalist, and was struck in 
the Bavarian State Mint, in Munich. It has been issued in gold, silver and 
bronze. 



Friedrich Wilhelm August Froebel was born in 17 8 2. As a boy he was 
considered eccentric, and later as a young man he became absorbed in nature 
studies. He later turned his attention to the training and education of small 
children and established the first kindergarten in Blankenburg in 1837. 
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SAX MARINO’S NEW SIIA KR COINS. 

San Marino, the small republic in Italy, has a new set of three beautiful 
silver coins in denominations of 20, 10 and 5 lire. They were designed by 
Enrico Saroldi and were struck at the Rome mint. According to the decree 
of September 15, under which they were struck, the following number of 
pieces were authorized: 20 lire, 10,000; 10 lire, 25,000; 5 lire, 50,000. The 
descriptions are as follows:

Nl MfSMATIC NOTES AND MONOGRAPHS, NO. 51. 

The title of No. 51 of the series of monographs issued by the American 
Numismatic Society, New York City, is entitled “The Russian Imperial Or- 
ders,” and was distributed to the society’s members in January. The text 
has numerous illustrations of the different badges and insignia of the orders, 
several of them being reproduced in colors. The author is Alan W. Hazel- 
ton, of Los Angeles, Cal. 
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FRENC'H MINT ISSUES MEDAL FOR WASHINGTON. 

To commemorate the 200th anniversary of the birth of Washington the 
Paris mint has issued the medal illustrated here. The illustration is re- 
duced. The medal measures 68mm. in diameter. It is struck in silver and 
bronze and was designed by Razor, engraved at the mint. 



The obverse has a profile bust of Washington enclosed by the inscription 
“George Washington 1732 1932,” the words separated by thirteen stars, in 
groups. The reverse shows the replica of Mount Vernon, Washington’s 
home and place of burial, that was erected at the French Colonial Exposi- 
tion at Paris last year. 


THE LARGE UNITED STATES CENTS. 

Another notable publication of interest to numismatists in general and 
the collector of large cents in particular is recently off the press. This work 
has been compiled by Mr. George H. Clapp of Sewickley, Pa., and it is en- 
titled “United States Cents of the Years 1798 and 1799.” It is a master 
achievement from the standpoint of research work, general description, ar- 
rangement, printing, and illustration. 

Now let us see what literature we have today that aids the collector of 
large copper cents. First of all we have the magnificent work of Crosby, 
covering the year 1793; the work of Chapman and others covering the years 
1794 and 1796; the Clapp work of 1798 and 1799, and Newcomb’s master- 
piece covering the years 1801, 1802 and 1803. These publications are out- 
standing and center attention particularly upon coinage of the years they 
represent. We have several works of a general character, such as the 
Doughty and Andrews publications, by which we may identify certain speci- 
mens during the full period of cent coinage. In the major part, however, 
these books were produced at a time when it was difficult for the compiler 
to personally examine the private collections then extant, all of which means 
that since they were published many new specimens and combinations have 
come to light. What we now need is a book on the cents of 1795, a revision 
of all texts on the 179 6 cent, a new text covering the years of 1797 and 
1800, as well as a text covering the period extending from 1804 to 1813, 
inclusive. Andrews’ work from 1816 to 1857 also requires revision, since 
many new specimens during that period have been brought to our attention. 
Let us hope that such students as Howard R. Newcomb, George H. Clapp, 
Henry C. Hines and other notable research men can be prevailed upon to 
fill up the gaps suggested. If these men of experience and knowledge do 
not do this work it is not likely that it will ever be done, that is, in the 
manner in which we would like to have the subjects covered. 

What can we laymen, who are interested in numismatics, do to bring 
about a determination on the part of students to publish other books on 
various coin denominations? It seems to me that the time has arrived when 
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concerted action should be taken. The books of Newcomb and Clapp should 
be in our private collections, for once we study them we create a desire for 
the publication of similar books. It is respectfully suggested, therefore, 
that all numismatists do everything possible to encourage research work in 
the coinage of all nationalities, particularly American, and at the same time 
aid in every way possible those who w'ould publish this information we need 
if they felt that a sufficient interest existed to justify them. 

If the collectors of large copper cents would refrain from buying one 
good coin annually and use the money to purchase publications such as are 
herein mentioned, our libraries would be more helpful and our knowledge 
of numismatics immeasurably broadened. An action of this kind upon our 
part would soon give us the text-books essential to an understanding of 
numismatics.

SWEDISH ARTISTS’ AXXIV ERSARY MEDAL. 

On November 5, 1931, the Swedish Artist Society celebrated its seventy- 
fifth jubilee and issued a medal in commemoration of the event. The ob- 
verse represents the Goddess of Fortune resting on Fortuna’s wheel, with 
the inscription, “Fortuna Bona.” 



The reverse has inscription only (free translation), “In Memory of the 
Seventy-fifth Year Jubilee, 1931. by the Swedish Artists.” The medal was 
designed by Tore Strindberg, sculptor, and was struck by C. C. Sporrong & 
Co.. Stockholm. Bronze, 2 5 mm. J. deL. 


AUSTRALIA’S ('OIXAGE. 

In your issue for October, page r)79, in the article on “Metal and Paper 
Currencies of Australia,” etc., those of Australia are dealt with. It calls 
for some explanation. The coinage act of 18 70 is an imperial act and did 
not affect Australian currency, principally because there was none. Austra- 
lia did not have its own coinage apart from the imperial issue until 1910. 
The branches of the Royal Mint in Australia (Sydney, 1855-1926; Melbourne, 
1872, and Perth, 1899) struck imperial sovereigns and half-sovereigns 
only, and still do so. Under the constitutional powers conferred on the Com- 
monwealth in 1901 an Australian coinage act was passed in 19 09. It 
authorized gold coins of £5, £2, £1 and 10s ; silver, 2s , Is., 6d. and 3d.; 
and bronze or nickel. Id. and ^^d. The gold coins were simply imperial 
coins and were struck, as before, at the three branches. The silver had 
the Mackennal bust, but crowned, as is customary for colonial issues, on the 
obverse; reverse, the “ensigns armorial of the Commonwealth of Australia” 
as authorized by royal warrant, 1908. It was struck in England until 1916, 
when silver was co ned for the first time in Australia. From that year to 
19 25 it was struck at the Sydney and Melbourne branches; now it is struck 
wholly at the Melbourne branch. Copper or bronze coins were first struck 
in Australia in 1919. Nickel pattern coins have been struck, but none issued. 
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The Perth branch deals with gold only. Austrlian silver is still standard, 
that is 9 2.5 parts of fine silver per 100. In view of the foregoing, it is dif- 
ficult to understand what is intended by the statement that previous to the 
coinage act of 1870 Australia issued its own gold and silver coins and these 
are still legal tender. British imperial silver and bronze are still legal 
tender, as well as the Commonwealth issues, but they are, for exchange 
reasons, now seldom seen, twenty-five Australian shillings being paid freely 
ior twenty British shillings and up to thirty for a sovereign. The paper 
currency includes notes up to £1000. Under “Fiji Islands” it is stated that 
the silver coins contain only 50% of silver. As it is stated that both Aus- 
tralian and British coins form the metal currency, this statement can apply 
only to British coins dated 1921 and since.

FINNISH >IFI>I(’AL SOC IETY ANNIVERSARY MEDAL. 

The Finnish Medical Society celebrated its fiftieth anniversary on Novem- 
ber 18, 1931 by issuing the medal illustrated here. The society, called 
“Duodecim,” was founded on November 18, 1881, by twelve Finnish medical 
doctors. The leader was Prof. Matti Ayrapaa, whose portrait appears in 
the center of the group on the obverse of the medal 



The reverse symbolizes the science of healing, .^Csculapius, with the cadu- 
ceus and its restorative power, and the Bee, which in Finland’s national 
epic, “Kalevala,” has a similar symbolism. The medal was designed by S. 
W. Sipila and was struck by C. C. Sporrong & Co., Stockholm. Bronze, 60

FIRST OFFIC IAL W ASHINGTON RIC ENTENNIAL MEDAL STRIC K. 

In the presence of a group of notables, the first Washington Bicentennial 
medal, commemorating the 200th anniversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, was struck in February at the Philadelphia Mint. Made of platinum 
and valued at $750, the medal will be presented to President Hoover by the 
United States George Washington Bicentennial Committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Sol Bloom, of New York, is associate chairman. 

Other medals of the same design, but made of bronze, silver or other less 
expensive material, will be struck from time to time at the mint throughout 
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the year. They will be offered by the Bicentennial Committee as prizes for 
essays to encourage the study of Washington’s life. Among those who wit- 
nessed the striking of the first medal were Robert J. Grant, director of the 
United States Mint in Washington; Mrs. Laura Gardin Fraser, sculptor, who 
designed the medal; Freas Styer, superintendent of the Mint, and Repre- 
sentative Bloom. 

The obverse of the medal shows a standing female figure of Liberty hold- 
ing a sword in her left hand and a torch in her right hand. This figure 
divides the inscription, “Proclaim Liberty Throughout All the Land.” About 
her head is an eagle with outstretched wings, above which are thirteen stars. 

The reverse has a bust of Washington, face in profile, in the center. 
Above, “Washington.” Below, “1732 1932” the dates being divided by a 
small shield.

(translation) : “For gold yearns, upon gold depends, everything. Alas, we 
poor fools!”

DANlETi W. VALENTINE. 

After an illness of two years, Daniel W. Valentine, of Englewood, N. J., 
died at his home on January 24, aged 68 years. The immediate cause of 
death was apoplexy. Funeral services were held in the First Presbyterian 
Church of Englewood on January 27. He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Ada Belle Colwell Valentine, and two daughters, Marion and Margaret 
Beattie Valentine. He had practiced dentistry in Englewood for 35 years. 

For many years Dr. Valentine had been one of the most prominent col- 
lectors in the New York district. He was a member of the American Numis- 
matic Association and the New York Numismatic Club, serving as president 
of the latter organization for two terms a few years ago. He had been a 
collector for many years and had drawn together several noteworthy collec- 
tions, all of which had been disposed of prior to his death, except his re- 
markable collection of half dimes. In late years he had been engaged in 
compiling a descriptive list of these, which was published only a few months 
ago by the American Numismatic Society as No. 4 8 in its series of Numis- 
matic Notes and Monographs. 

A few years ago he published a work on the United States Fractional Cur- 
rency, the latest and perhaps the most complete on the subject, compiled 
from his own collection. Several years ago he formed a complete collection 
of United States gold dollars, including mint marks. 

Although a general collector of coins, he confined himself principally to 
issues of the United States. 


DON JOSE TOHIBIO MEDINA. 

On December 1 1, 1930, Don Jose Toribio Medina, the Chilean historian 
and numismatist, passed into the Great Beyond! He was an indefatigable 
worker, whose biographical, historical, literary, and numismatic works, 
numbering 4 08 volumes, will stand as the greatest monument to his memory. 
From the early age of 20, at which time he received his degree in law from 
the University of Chile, he inquired, studied and wrote incessantly until his 
death, at 78. He traveled extensively, gathering information at his own 
expense, employing all of his income as a public official, diplomat, and bar- 
rister in bringing together a collection of early American printing, of which 
8000 items were for Mexico alone. At the time of his death he was a poor 
man, and while Harvard University and John Carter Brown Library offered 
him fabulous sums for his collection of books, he chose to donate it, as well 
as a most complete Hispano-American numismatic collection which he owned, 
to the National Library and Museum of Chile. 

Mr. Medina was the recipient of several gold medals, one of which was 
awarded him by the Argentine Club of History and Numismatics in 1910. 
The ninth annual award of the Archer M. Huntington Medal given by the 
American Numismatic Society in 19 27 was conferred on Mr. Medina in recog- 
nition of his literary and other contributions to the science of Numismatics. 

His numismatic works, indispensable to the Latin-American collector, are 
voluminous and very thorough, the following being the most important:

Mr. Medina was a member of the Royal Academy, Madrid, Hispanic So- 
ciety of America, Royal Academy of History and others. The numismatic 
and historical world will long mourn the departure of one of its most ener- 
getic and brilliant contributors.

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STANLEY LANE-l*OOLE. 

Stanley Lane-Poole, the Orientalist, archaeologist, historian, and biogra- 
pher, has died at his home in London, aged 77 years. He was the elder son 
of Edward Stanley Poole, of the Science and Art Department, and first cousin 
of Sir Reginald Ward Poole, the solicitor. Educated at Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Oxford, he was for eighteen years in the Coin Department of the 
British Museum. During that time he compiled a catalogue of the Oriental 
and Indian coins in the Museum, which ran to fourteen volumes, containing 
in all 4,500 pages. From 1898 to 1904 he was professor of Arabic at Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

Towards the end of the last century he was sent by the Government on 
archaeological missions to Egypt and Russia, and he had also been employed 
by the Egyptian Government on archaeological research at Cairo. — London 
Daily Telegraph, Dec. 31.

A VAJiUABLE ADDITION TO THE A. N. A. lADRARY . 

Librarian Foster has just received a large folio, being the first half of the 
second volume of “The German Medals of the Sixteenth Century," by Prof. 
Dr. G. Habich, Director of the Bavarian State Coin Collection at Munich, 
under the patronage of the German Society of Art and the Academy of Bava- 
rian Research. Like many other German publications, it represents endless 
time and labor on the part of its author. Dr. Habich, and also the high 
quality of printers’ and engravers’ are embodied in this work. There are in 
the complete work 1000 illustrations in the text and 4600 on the plates. As 
these medallists, whose history is given in detail, lived and produced these 
wonderful examples of the medallic art which at this epoch reached its height 
in Germany 400 years ago, the work carries us back to the period of the 
Reformation with all the vivid portraits of the rulers of the time, also of the 
artists themselves, and other celebrities of that time. Altogether, the work 
is of greatest value in any of its branches, especially numismatic and medallic

The use of copper and silver as the basis of an actually new currency to 
help restore the credit of railroads and banks is a proposal offered to Sena- 
tor Hamilton F. Kean, of New Jersey, by Sigmund Ojerkis, president of the 
Boardwalk National Bank, Atlantic City, N. J., in an open letter, as a sub- 
stitute for President Hoover’s proposed Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. Ojerkis claims the finance corporation and its sale of debentures 
would place a strain on the investment market, whereas his plan would put 
additional money into circulation. 
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DALLAS CH)I\ ULUH IXSPE(^TS UNITED STATES RARITIES. 

The Dallas Coin Club was privileged to enjoy the most memorable event 
in its history on January 23 when its regular monthly meeting was held in 
Fort Worth, Texas. Through the kindness of B. Max Mehl, a member of the 
club, a special showing of the most prominent coins of the great Newcomer 
collection was arranged in the Fort Worth National Bank. 

This remarkable collection is recognized as the finest and most complete 
collection of American coins that has ever been assembled. It contains, with 
only one or two exceptions, a specimen of every date and variety of the 
United States coins that has been issued at each mint of the United States 
from 1792 to 1928, from the half cent to the |50 gold piece. There are 
nearly four thousand different coins in the collection. It contains more ex- 
treme rarities than is contained in any other collection. 

It contains all of the gold dollars, all the $2.50 gold, all the $3 gold, all 
but one of the $5 gold, all $10 and all but one of the $20, of every date and 
of every mint. 

The private, pioneer and territorial gold coins are by far the most com- 
plete and most valuable that has ever been assembled. While there are a 
few specimens of pioneer gold coins known which are not in this great col- 
lection, it contains far more specimens lacking in other collections. 

The American Colonial series is also the largest and most complete ever 
assembled. It has both varieties of the Brashear doubloon and Colonial 
cents worth from $1,000 to $2,000 each. It has any number of unique 
specimens. Of the Continental dollars it has not less than nine varieties. 
It contains the unique Washington half dollar and unique Washington cents. 
Of the Colonial silver it has no less than seventy-two different varieties. 

The United States Silver section is complete, with the early dates in superb 
condition, including such great rarities as the 1804 dollar, the 1802 half 
dime, and the still greater rarities of 1838 New Orleans mint half dollar and 
the 1853 half dollar without rays and arrows, of which but one other speci- 
men is known. The total value of the entire collection is said to be approxi- 
mately $300,000. 

From this collection Mr. Mehl had selected seventy-five of the rarest and 
most notable coins, and for an hour the especially invited guests enjoyed a 
close study and discussion of the peculiarities and history of the specimens 
before them. It was announced that this exhibit of seventy-five coins was 
valued at $158,800 and comprised more rarities of the American series than 
has ever been exhibited anywhere in the world at one time. 

After the exhibit the visiting coin collectors spent a couple of hours in- 
specting Mr. MehTs business establishment and partaking of light refresh- 
ments, A tour of the mailing room, vaults, stock rooms and offices was of 
interest to those who have had occasion to do business with Mr. Mehl by mail. 

At 6 o’clock the visitors assembled for a banquet at the Blackstone Hotel, 
where a royal feast was provided by Mr. Mehl, acting as host to the Dallas 
Coin Club. To partially express their appreciation of the memorable day, 
Mr. Philpott, representing the Dallas Coin Club, presented Mr. Mehl with a 
beautifully hand-tooled leather-bound book which was once the property of 
President Andrew Johnson. This book was evidently prepared by the Bu- 
reau of Printing and Engraving especially for him, as it contained proofs of 
all the fractional currency in circulation at that time. These proofs were 
neatly mounted one on a page, some pages being paneled to receive the proof 
and some proofs having quite wide margins. 

The evening was spent in discussing the specimens inspected during the 
exhibit, a round-table on questions presented by members, and each man 
present was asked which specimen he would like most to possess, and why.

The newly elected officers were installed by William J. Schultz, notary 
public, and he, in turn, was installed by Galen M. Lyon, notary public. 

Bailey Clark was elected a member. 

Prof. Robert E. Manning, of St. Xavier College, formerly of St. Louis, Mo., 
was welcomed by the members, and it developed that Mr. Manning is a pro- 
fessor of Greek. Arrangements for a stereopticon lecture in the near future 
by Mr. Manning were made by the entertainment committee. The subject 
will be “Greek and Roman Coins As Conveyors of News FJvents to the 
Peoples." 
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A resolution was offered to change the regular and annual meeting nights 
from the second Monday to the second Tuesday and to have one more meet- 
ing night, the fourth Tuesday of each month, for auctions, lectures and coin 
displays. The resolution will be acted upon at our next regular meeting in 
March. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was tendered to Harry E. Kelso for donating 
a copy of the “History of the U. S Mint and Coinage, Columbian Edition, 

1 893,” with plates of coins and auction records Likewise, Wayte Raymond, 
donated five publications, which were ordered bound for the archives of the 
association and a vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Raymond. 

Coins, bills and medals were displayed, sold and traded by the members 
during a recess. 

President Rembold gave an interesting talk of his experiences as a numis- 
matist, stressing the 1913 nickel episode that is overrated as to price by 
the layman and how he offers the inquirer a dozen or more at five cents 
each, much to their chagrin and disappointment. The president called on 
Mr Manning, who paid a compliment to the members for the manner in 
which the business of the association was understand’ngly stated and expe- 
dited and ended with the statement that he would feel honored to become a 
member of the association. Professor Rembold replied that the membership 
is proud to accept a professor of Greek as a member of the C. N. A. 

NEW ZEALAND NUMISMATIC SOC^IETY — A special coin evening was 
held at the Turnbull Library, Wellington, on the 5th October. A number 
of Roman coins from Germany attracted much interest, as did a collection 
of early English coins in excellent condition exhibited by Mr. Reilly. At a 
Council meeting held the same evening roufne busineis was transacted, and 
the following new members were elected: R. C. Burton. Esq., Wellington; 
H. M. Lund, Esq , F.R N S., Waitara, and A. S. H. Hodge, Esq , Hawera. 

On December 1 His Excellency the Governor-General, Lord Bledisloe,. 
addressed members of the society and their friends at the Turnbull Library, 
Wellington, on the archaeological discoveries associated with his home at 
Lydney Park. Gloucestershire. There was an attendance of about 50. Lord 
Bledisloe said that although he did not pretend to be a numismatist, he 
was keenly interested in the subject and had collected co ns from an early 
age. He had in his possession over 1 2,000 coins of Roman origin found at 
different times on a plateau in the deer park on his estate, which had been 
occupied by the Romans during the whole of the Roman occupation of 
Britain. Had it not been for the discovery of certain coins on the site it 
would have been impossible to ascertain clearly the nature of the occupants 
and the periods of occupancy of the various edifices, the foundations of 
which he would illustrate. His Excellency then proceeded to deliver a very 
interesting and informative address on the archaeological and numismatic 
discoveries at Lydney Park, illustrating his address by lantern slides 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to His Excellency for his most in- 
teresting and informative address. 

A notable exhibit during the evening was a rare gold medallion and chain 
collar, together with letters patent conferring a baronetcy and knighthood 
of the Holy Roman Empire on Captain Ryan, one of eight British officers of 
the Fifteenth Dragoons, who rendered signal service in saving Emperor 
Francis II of Austria from capture by the French in the year 1794. 

Another interesting exhibit was a gold medal struck to commemorate 
Captain Cook’s second expedition, and presented by Captain Cook to the 
Maoris during his stay in New Zealand. The medal was discovered at Pelo- 
rous Sound in an old go-shore, or three-legged pot, which had been uncov- 
ered by an unusually high tide. Dr. McNab, in his work “Murihiku,” states 
that these medals were distributed amongst the natives in two places only — 
at Dusky Sound and at Queen Charlotte Sound. Only three of the medals 
have so far been discovered in New Zealand.

U. S. MINT PKEPAHES MEDALS FOU ( HINESE SERVICE MEN. 

Dies are being prepared at the United States Mint for about 10.500 
Yangtze Service Medals to be awarded to the men and ofiicers of the United 
States Navy and Marine Corps, who protected American life and property 
in China during the civil disorders from September 3, 1926, to October 31, 
1927. 

The design consists of a front view of the tomb of Sun Yat Sen, the first 
President of China, which stands on the banks of the Yangtze River at 
Nanking. The reverse is the standard design used recently on all navy 
medals. 


COINS STOLEN FROM SAN ANTONIO IJRRARY. 

The Colored Branch of the San Antonio (Texas) Library was broken into 
on January 26 and several hundred dollars in rare United States and foreign 
coins were taken by the thieves. Admission was gained by breaking through 
a window from the south side of the reading room. Desks and other fur- 
nishings were broken into and seriously damaged. 
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FREN( H HOAUDING URIGHT NEW ('GINS. 

Complaints are being made in France of the dearth of small coins, and 
especially of 50-centime pieces, says the London Telegraph. A protest to 
the Minister of Finance by the Paris Chamber of Commerce has resulted in 
an order being given to supply public cashiers and leading commercial estab- 
lishments with small change. 

According to the Director of the Mint, 65,000,000 of the new aluminum- 
bronze 50-centime pieces have been issued. This means seven or eight to 
every French family without taking into account the numberous Chamber 
of Commerce coins still in circulation. Coins of this denomination tend to 
accumulate, however, in the boxes attached to public telephones and in 
stamp machines. 

It is pointed out, moreover, that thousands of French people who are no 
longer able to hoard gold love to drop the shining gold-colored pieces into 
glass bottles. A large bottle represents a good deal of money when filled. 

During the year 45,000,000 nickel-bronze 10-centime pieces, 20,000,000 
nickel 5-centime pieces and 25,000.000 nickel 25-centime pieces have been 
issued. 


Cl RA WANTS MORE OF ITS OWN SILVER (T>INS USED. 

In an effort to increase the circulation of Cuban silver coins the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury has issued a circular advising the public that all tax 
offices will supply such silver as may be needed for change in commercial 

transactions. . ^ - a 

Coins of her own mintage are confined to gold pieces and to silver m de- 
nominations of 1 peso, 40, 20. 10, 5. 2 and 1-centavo pieces. Practically 
all business is transacted in American currency. 

The Government is anxious to eliminate the large number of American 
silver coins here in order to replace them with Cuban coins, and recently 
the Royal Bank of Canada offered to segregate all American coins it re- 
ceived. However, no concerted effort has yet been made by the foreign 
banks to increase the circulation of Cuban coinage. 

The Cuban Treasury is said to have a large supply of silver, and some 
time ago the Government announced that employes would be paid in silver. 
A great deal of protest arose from the employes, who claimed that the banks 
would not accept silver to be exchanged into paper money, so the idea was 
abandoned. 


GERMAN MINT PREPARES TO STRIKE SILVER ( OINS. 

The mint at Munich, Germany, has announced that it is proceeding with 
the greatest possible dispatch to put into circulation approximately 17,000,- 
000 marks ($4,046,000) of silver currency to replace a similar ciuantity of 
national and bank notes now in circulation, according to a report from 
Consul Charles M Hathaway, Jr., Munich, made public by the Commerce 
Department. 

The minting of these silver coins is a portion of the program authorized 
last summer by the German Reichsrath calling for the issuance of 220,000,- 
000 marks of silver. This act was based on investigations which indicated 
that silver was cheaper from the Government’s standpoint than paper money. 
The coins to be minted are five, three and two mark denominations, eqii. va- 
lent to approximately $1.19, $.714 and $.476, respectively. 


AUSTRALIAN (’OINS SMUGtiLED TO NEW ZEALAND. 

Large quantities of Australian silver coins are being taken secretly into 
New Zealand to overcome exchange difficulties between the two dominions. 
The Australian mints are working overtime turning out florins and the 
authorities in New Zealand are desperately trying to stem the flood of boot- 
leg money. One woman was caught smug.gling $5,750 in Australian silver. 
The coins were confiscated and she was fined $625 in addition.
